The 
winter cold prolonged well into March, 
with the ground troien beyond pene- 
t;ation by plough and disk, restrained 
ths eaily spring work of soil prepara- 
tion In the northern portion of the 
country, while almost oontiniunis rains 
drenched the southern states. keepiiiR 
t'le planter out of the lleids. The slow 
drifting away of the chill winter was 
followed by very slow rising tempera- 
tures, generally below the seasonable 
average, the rain area apriMul to the 
Hlastem and Central states, and fur- 
tlior set back the needd farm work, 
'i'iie planting of oats and spring wheat 
was uniformly two to for weeks late, 
and corn on the average three weeks 
late over the whole country. Cotton 
wont In late, and into a chill, wet soli, 
ami average a month late throughout 
the belt 

Decreased aoreagp was the natural 
( (insequenoe of the late plantings and 

secdings. The acreage of spring wheat 
felo Iff :i.S,nl.OO0; winter wheat was 
reduced by the dry late tall and the 
winter kill 14,7iK>.(mo acres, making a 
loss of 18.500.nOii acres, or Tl per cent, 
in the main breadstuff supply of the 
country. To this loss was added 1.600.- 
01)0 acres less in oats. T))e late season 
prevented the farmer from making up 
the loss in wheat and oats by an In 
crease In corn— the last planted of the 
important crops, the gain l)elng only 
l,rinn,(»0(i ;',cres. Curiously. In the cot- 
ton states, the acreage of that staple 
was Increased 600.000 to the loss oi 
food and feed acreage, the high prices 
being relatively higher in cotton.

That plans tor the disbursement of 
146.000.000 recently appropriated by 

Congress for the medical treatment 
and hospitalization of disabljed ex- 
service men. the fund to l)e administer- 
ed through the llureau of War Risk 
Insurance, are nearing completion, is 
announced by Director R. Q. Cbolmel- 
ey-Jones. 

The item in the Sundry Civil Bill 
which carries this appropriation reads 

in part as follows: 

".Medical anil Hospital Services: For 
medical, surgical, and hospital serv- 
ices, medical examinations, funrcia ex- 
penses, tarveling expenses, and sup- 
plies, for beneflolartes of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance, including court 
costs an dother expenses ^oident to 
proceedings heretofore or hereafter 
taken for commitment of mentally in- 
competent persons to hospitals for the 
care and treatment of the iasane. $4tl,- 
000.000. This aiipropriatlon shall be 
disbursed by the Dureau of War Risk 
Insurance and such portion thereof as 
may be necessary shall be allotted 
from time to time to the Public Health 
Service, the Board ofManagers of the 
.National Homes for Disabled Volun- 
teer Soldiers, and the War and .\avy 
Departments, and transferred to their 
credit for disbursement by them for 
the purpose set 'tOrth in this para- 
graph. The allotments to the said 
Board of Managers shall also include 
such sums as may be necessary to al- 
ter or Improve existing facilitieB In 
the several branches under Us Jnrls- 
(iietlon, so as to provide adequte ae- 
coniinoclatlons for such beneficiaries 
of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance 
tis may be committed to its eare." 

As a first step in carrying out the 
provisions qt this appropriation, which 
bMam 'effecftv July 1. 1920, an exam- 
ination was conducted as to the avail- 
ability of certain N'alioiial Homes for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, which 
iiave been established throughout the 
country. 

Later, at a conference betwen Gen- 
eral Wood. Presidjsnt of the Board ot 
Managers of the National Homei tor 
Disabled Volunteer Soldier*, Doctor 

Salmon, representing the National Hy- 
giene coinmiilw of the liockereller 
Fonnilation, Doctor I'attisoii, repre- 
senting the N'atlonnl Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, and R. 0. Cbolmeley-Jones, 
director of the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance, it was decided to convert 
two of the National Homes into 'sana- 
toriums for the exclusive treatment of 
tuberculosis and one of the Homes 
into a sanatorium for the exclusive 
treatment of mental cases. Each of the 
tuberculosis sanatorlums Is being 
equipped to care for one thousand hos- 
pital palents, and the sanatortup for 
the treatment ot mental oaaea wUl also 
accommodate one thousand cases. 

At the present time there are op- 
proxlmately 17,825 War Rish patients 
ii; hospitals; 7,1180 of whom are in U. 
.S, Public Health Service Hospitals and 
I<,tl4,') in liespi^als and other Institu- 
tions not owned or operated by the 
Uovernment. Some nine hundred hos- 
pitals in' the United States are now hi 
duded'in the list of those housing War 
Risk patients, the number of patients 
assigned to each hospital ranging from 
one to lioverai hundred. 

If tile number of patients continues 
to Increase at the present rate, by the 
end of the fiscal year there will be ap 
proximately thirty thousand War Risk 
patleifts in hospitals. 

These patients who have become dls 
abled by reason of their military or 
naval service and who are. therefore, 
jirovlded for \mder the War Risk Act, 
are classified In three diviaions. as 
surgical and general, as tuberculous 
and as mental coses. Tljp dlffloultles 
to be coped with in the treatment and 
care of menUl oaaos exceed those to 



to be devoted exclusively to the care 
and treatment of tuberculosis patients 
shall be of the highest type In con- 
struction and equipment. 

By securing the existing hospital fa- 
cilitlee of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments and the National Homes tor Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers there will be 
available In the army hospitals ap- 
proximately four thousand beds. In iho 
.\'avy nc|iartmont approximately four 
thousand beds, and in the .National 
Homes for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers 
approximately six thousand beds. 
These .together with the approximate- 
ly fifteen thousand hospittal beds of 
the V. a. Public Health Service, which 
are already available or are to be made 
available, will aggregate approximate- 
ly twenty-nine thousiid beds In hos- 
pitals owneil and ojierated by the (iov- 
ernmcMl,

fiscal year 1920-1981 and provided for
